15. (Original) The method of claim 14, wherein said composition is administered 
once daily at a dose of about 200-600 mg.

17. (Original) The method of claim 14, wherein said composition is administered 
twice daily at a dose of about 200-400 mg intermittently. 

18. (Original) The method of claim 17, wherein said composition is administered 
three to five days per week. 

19. (Original) The method of claim 17, wherein said composition is administered 
three days a week. 

20. (Original) The method of claim 19, wherein said composition is administered 
at a dose of about 200 mg. 
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21. (Original) The method of claim 19, wherein said composition is administered 
at a dose of about 300 mg. 

22. (Original) The method of claim 19, wherein said composition is administered 
at a dose of about 400 mg. 

23. (Original) The method of claim 8, wherein said composition is administered 
three times-daily.
